mobs. It is a tragic picture. 


It is a challenge to 
British 


statesmanship, to British ideals 
of justice for... the -oppressed, to 
her reputation for abiliy to han- 
dle desperate internal situation. 
Hers is the mandate and to her 
the signatory nations which un- 
der the Versailles treaty gave her 
the 
protectorate 
of Palestine, 


will look for an immediate sup- 
pression of the disorders. 


The British civil adminstra- 


tion has failed. It has been neg- 
ligent in that when the .intense 
feeling 
underlying the present 


outbreaks were first sensned, it 
failed 
to 
immediately provide 


the necessary police force to cope 
with just such a situation as has 
arisen. Trouble had been brew- 
ing for weeks. 


Back of it are the recent dis- 


turbances 
over 
the 
"Wailing 


Wall," a place of prayer for the 
Jewish people, but back of that 
is Moslem hatred for the Jew, a 
•hatred that has been breeding 
for centuries. Present with the 
hatred is intense resentment ag- 
ainst the British mandate and 
British sympathy for the Jews. 
There is hope in Moslem for a 
great Arabic confederation. There 
is the fanaticism that is Moham- 
medism, 
The 
Jews arc outnumbered 


four to one. The rapidity with 
which the rioting spread shows 
the total lack of precaution tak- 
en by British authority. If the 
same sort of stupidity was shown 
in British administration in In- 
dia and Egypt, both hotbeds of 
religious fanaticism, British do- 
minion would go by the board in 
an incredbly short time. 


The "Wailing1 Wall'1 troubles 


the first tangible sign that ser- 
ious difficulty was ahead. They
